REMARKS 



The Final Office Action of October 1 , 2008 has been carefully considered. Claim 
11 is currently amended. Claims 1, 3 - 16, and 19 - 21 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 101 

Claims 1 1 - 17 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being directed 
neither to a process nor a machine but rather embraces or overlaps two different 
statutory classes. In particular Claim 1 1 is a method claim that is dependent on product 
Claim 1. Claim 1 1 is amended to be an independent method claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 1 is amended to be an independent method claim. Claim 1 1 recites the 
limitations of Claim 1 , which is currently allowed. By the current amendments, it is 
believed that all the outstanding rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 101 and also recites 
subject matter that is allowed.
